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Response to Arguments 

It is argued that Seshadri does not disclose a MOS transistor having a floating gate 
electrode. This argument is not convincing because Seshadri discloses the same structure as 
claimed, therefore, it is inherent that the gate of Seshadri is capable to function as the floating 
gate. Note that a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, 
the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re 
Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 
USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1 963). Note that the gate electrode 69c is electrically insulated from the 
upper electrode 66. The gate electrode also stores an electrical charge since it is connected to the 
lower electrode 61 of the capacitor Cfe- 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., insulated from 
all surrounding components) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Since Applicant's claim 1 does not distinguish over the Seshadri reference. Applicant's 
claims 6, 8 and 9 still do not overcome the combination of Seshadri and Tu references.
